Gesture *‘To Reduce Tension” 


The release of the Jewish leaders who had been detained in Latrun camp since 
June 29 was announced by the Colonial Secretary, Mr. Arthur Creech Jones, in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday. At the same time, Mr. Creech Jones announced that, 
“as a gesture of good will,” Arab leaders detained in the Seychelles and certain other 
Arabs who had been exiled [some were in Germany during the war] would be free.to 
return to Palestine. Great though Jewish satisfaction ts at this long-expected move on 
the part of the Government, it was stressed by Mr. Shertok, one of the released leaders, 
that the tension could not be removed until there was a satisfactory solution to the 
“ crux of the problem,” Jewish immigration, combined, he added, with Jewish nationhood

JEWISH RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 
Reports on Position in London 


a Jewisn Curonicite Reporter} 


At a meeting of the London Board of Jewish 
Religious Education, held last weck at Woburn 
House, Dr. Bernard Homa, L.C.C., was unanimously 
elected Chairman, in the place left vacant by the 
death of Dr. Mortimer Epstein. 

Dr. I. Fishman, Deputy Education Officer, report- 
ing on the position of Jewish education in London, 
said that towards the end of the war—in November, 
1944—they had on their combined rolls in London 
5.000 children. In 1945 there were 8,000, and dur- 
ing last year they had managed to enrol another 
1 600 pumils, so that in one year of working they 
had 9.000 children. Their various centres in London 
had also increased, and they now had 58 Synagogue 
and Hebrew Classes, 17 Taimud Torahs, and 18 
State schools, which totalled up to 113. The num- 
bers were increasing every month. They had in 
their employment over 300 teachers, and that 
number, too, was growing rapidly. 

Their great success, he said, had been their 
approach to the secondary schools, where they were 
permitted under certain conditions to enter and give 
instruction to Jewish children. They now visited 
some 20 of those schools 

Dealing with the position of the Jewish teaching 
profession, Dr. Fishman said that no one knew 
more than he the great debt which they owed to 
their Jewish teaching staff in the past. But they 
were looking ahead and endeavouring to encourage 
the mght type of young man-.and woman 


Kasher (Canteens 


Dr. Fishman added that they were intending to 
establish a number of kasher cantcens, because, 
after all, he said, it was part of Jewish education. 

In a ‘survey of the Talmud Torahs, the Rev. 
Halpern said that the most significant fact about 
the present-day Talmud Torahs was the compara- 
uvely large proportion of girls which they admitted. 
The number of girls bad been of scarcely any con- 
sequence before the war. 

Yet the true situation was obscured. Dhiscount- 
ing the eirls, there were not more than 1,300 pupils 
in the Talmud Torahs, half the pre-war total, Hours 
of meétmge were considerably tess than: before the 
war. No Talmud Torah met for more than eleven 
hours. while most were satisfied with eight hours. 
and several had this only for the top class, the 
lower classes. meeting for six, and in some cases for 
only four-and-a-half hours a week. Of the five 
Grade 1 Talmud Torahs in 1939. not one to-day had 
a roll exceeding 200. while their combined. roll 
was only 630. Accommodation, poor in 1939, was 
much worse to-day No Talmud Torah. to-day 
practised the Ivrit b'Ivriut. system. And yet it must 
be added immediately that the Talmud Torahs were 
again on the uperade 

The Talmud Torah, continued Mr. Halpern, in 
the future must appeal to the boy and girl m 
the secondary school, and must concentrate its main 


energies on the age-groups from |! upwards. It 
could no longer be confined to the East End of 
London or to the poorer classes. It must move with 
the population, and Hampsiead, Golders Green, 
Hendon, and Edgware must show that they could 
continue the traditions of Whitechapel and Bethnal 
Green. 

Reporting on the present position of the Syna- 
gogue Classes, Dr. Gotheb said there were some 
58 sets of such classes in London, which did not 
include another six classes which would also come 
in shortly under the London Board. The number 
of teachers employed at these 58 centres was no 
fewer than 223. 

There were only eight schools which met for less 
than four hours a week, there were at least 50 
per cent meeting for five hours or more, and the 
tendency was to increase it! The average attend- 
ance on Sunday morning was round about 80 per 
cent, and in some schools and individual classes 
it was as much as 100 per cent. On weekdays, 
however. the average attendance was between 65 
and 75 per cent. But generally speaking the attend- 
ance Was UNProving 

The number of pupils on the roll of these classes 
was 4.070. 


Paris Education Conference 


Dr. Nathan Morris, the Education Officer, 
reported on the Conference on European Educa- 
tional Reconstruction which was recently held in 
Paris. Stressing the spiritual disaster, apart from 
the physical disaster which had overtaken European 
Jewry, he said they had no words of pratse sufficient 
to apply to such a vast and magnificent organisa- 
tion asthe Jomt Distribution Commiuttce of America, 
and there was their own Jewish Relief Committee 
which was doing magnificent work in many parts 
of Europe. But there was no one educational 
organisation to look at the picture of Jewish culture 


and education in Europe as a whole, to deal with. 


it as a whole, and to isolate that spiritual problem. 


Dr. Homa said that the Executive Committee ot 
the Central Council had given the matter of the 
Organisauon favourable consideration Bul 


a number of them felt unhappy about certaim things, 
one of which was that the setting up of the organisa- 
tion was somewhat one-sided and tt was necessary 
to include other organisations which were concerned 
with this work. 

Recommendations of the Executive Council which 
were agreed to included the fellowing: that Mr 
M. Sagon be appointed to the position of Organis- 
ing and Financial Secretary: and that a meeting of 
(‘Communal leaders and representatives of Com- 
munal insututions' be held early in November to 
launch an appeal for the establishment of a Kasher 
School Meals Service tor the Jewish children attend- 
ing. elementary and secondary schools im the 
Metropolis and tor the maintenance of the canteens 
already in existence

Zionist Controversies 


our Correspondent—New 


Despite the United Nations’ indirect bearing on 
Jewish problems, Zionism and Palestine continue to 
dominate the Jewrsh scene. Unfortunately, its 
political implications have spilled over ito this 
week's clecioral struggle, especially in New York 
State 

Zionist involvement in the struggle grew out of 
the fact that Dr. Stephen S. Wise-—in leading the 
conservative wing of Zionism—came out publicly 
in support of the Democrat Lehman-Mead ticket 
jor Senator and Governor, respectively, in New 
York He did so despite the fact that there was 
tacit agreement among Zionists not to allow leaders 
to make open endorsement of poltical candidates. 
In a formal statement favouring the two candt- 
dates. Dr. Wise welcomed President Truman's 
messatve to Ibn Saud as being “an unanswerable 
reply to those who hghtly or cdisingenuously urge 


‘opposition to administration candidates throughout 


the country on the alleged ground of the Admunis- 
tration’s indifference to the fate of the D.P.s and its 
tailure to secure thei admission to Palestine He 
idded that he was convinced of President Truman's 
resolve to continue his efforts “to hehten the bur- 
dens of the weary and homeless D.P.s and to enable 
them to go forward to the national home which 
they yearn to rebuild.” 

[he Greater New York Zionist Actions Com- 
mittee thereupon denounced Dr. Wrse for his 
endorsement of the Lehman-Mead wucket, forgetting 
that they themselves had already publicised “* the 
tragic failure of the present Adnmorstration in 
Washington to achieve any results m connection 
with the admission of 100.000 Jewish refugees to 
Palestine.

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DID VATICAN CONDONE 
VICHY JEW-LAWS ? 


Ex-Ambassador’s Statement 


[From our Correspondent——Paris| 


More than five years ago Marshal! Pétain received 
from his Ambassador to the Holy See a long con- 
fidential report on the Vatican's alleged atitude 
towards the Jews. This report, dated September 2, 
1941 has now been reproduced textually, without 
editorial comment, in the current issue of Le 
of Paris 

in his wt, the Vichy Ambassador, M. Léon 
Bérard, told Pélain not to worry about the conse- 
guences of anti-Jewish legislation: there had never 
been any protests on the part of the Papal authori- 
ties, who, he claimed, actually favoured “ charit- 
able“ discrimination against the Jews. 

‘In. your letter of August 7, 1941, wrote M. 
Bérard, “you did me the honour of. requesting 
certain information as to the questions and diffi- 
culves that might crop up, from the Roman Catholic 
point of view, in connection with’ the measures 
adopted by your Government in regard to the Jews 
In an earher reply, I had the honour of stating that 
at no time has anvthing been said to me at the 
Vatican to suggest that the Holy See 1s critical, or 
views with disfavour, the aforesaid lezislative 
measures. Now I am able to affirm, moreover, that 
the pontifical authority shows no sien whatever of 
ever having paid the slightest attention to this 
feature of French policy.” 

After declaring that his report was based on long 
and scrupulous investigation, M. Bérard said: “ The 
Church. has condemned racialism as it has con- 
demned Communism. It should not be inferred, 
however, that the Church necessarily condemns any 
and every individual measure taken by the State 
acainst what ts termed the Jewish race. The Church 
makes mental distinctions and provides for nuances 


which are worth noting 


Alleged Support for “ Numeros Clausus” 


"We know from general history that the Church 
has often protected the Jews against the violence 
and injustice of their persecutors, and that the 
same time it reicgated them to the eghettoes. One 
of its greatest doctors, St. Thomas Aquinas, has 
handed down teachings explaining this. attitude 
Here 1s a summary of his-doctrine: One must be 
tolerant towards the Jews in the exercise of their 


religion But, while proscribing any policy of. 


oppression towards the Jews; St. Thomas recom- 
mends none the less that proper measures be taken 
to limit their activities in. society and to restrict 
their influence. It would be unreasonable to permit 
them, in a Christian State, to exercise the functions 
of government, thereby subjecting the Catholics to 
their authority. Whence it follows that it is legiti- 
mate to forbid their access to official posts; and 
likewise legitimate to impose a2 ciausus 
on ther eniry into the universities and the liberal 
DrOLessions 
“In fact,” added M. Bérard, “ this practice was 
very strictly adhered to in the Middle Ages. To 
this end, u was prescribed that the Jews shail be 
distinguished from the Chrisuans by some mark of 
recognition on thels apparel ‘ in principe, there 
ts nothing m these measures [the Vichy reeune's 
anti-Jewish legislation] to arouse criticism on the 
part-of the Holy See. The latter deems that im 
imstituling such auions a diate legitimately 
wicids its power and that the spiritual authority has 
no cause to interfere, on this scorc, in the internal 
polime of the State For the rest, the Church has 
never professed that equal mghts. ought. to. be 
sccorded to, or recognised for, all citizens. . he 
hurch has in no wise ceased to admut and ‘9 prac- 
tise an essential distincuion—tfull of wisdom and 
reasonableness-—between thesis and hypothesis: the 
thesis where the principle is invariably affirmed and 
maimtained, the hypothesis where practical matters 
are- regulated 
As someone in authority told. me at the 
M.. Bérard. conctuded, there: is no in- 
nm to take us to task, in any form. or. fashion, 
r our Jewish legisiauon. A twofold wish was, 
wevew expressed by the representatives of the 
Hioly See, with the obvious desire that this be. sub- 
' ed to the head of the French State: That no 
provision should be made in our Jewish legislation 
the subject of marriage, which would provoke 
cificuluies of a rehmous order and that in the 
application of the law, the precepts of justice and 


charity should be taken into consideration. My

may enliven the breakfast tables of news-hungry readers, 
but do nothing to produce the tranquil and moderate 
atmosphere which the solution of the Palestine deadlock 
most urgently requires [he same ts true of certain 
flamboyant acts of propaganda in the United States, where 
Zionism has been dragged down to the level of electoral 
hargling, with nothing but injury to its dignity and interests. 
The odd fantasies of Mr. Ben Hecht -and the garish 
pretentiousness of Mr. Bergson’s*Hebrew Committee of 


-National Liberation are turther eXamples of the imfluences 


which take the Palestine issue outside the scope of serious 
political study and fling it into a whirlpool of hysteria and 
passion It would be wrong to under-estimate the mystic 
appeal which adheres to any discussion of this intricate 
problem. But reason should not abdicate in favour of 
gushing emotionalism; it should rather be enthroned as the. 
final arbiter of Palestine's destin, 

In Palestine the parties which supported the vigorous 
atiack by the Inner Zionist Council upon the‘terrorism of 
irresponsible groups have had their authority reinforced 
by electoral victory. The same is true of the World Zionist 
Movement, which, in circumstances of exceptional strain, 
has resisted the allurements of: extremist slogans. It is 
devoutly to be hoped that the Zionist Congress will 
empower the newly-clected Executive to bring constructive 
afid helpful proposals to the next phase of the Lancaster 
House Conference. Zionist leadership, now reunited and 
emerging from an unhappy phase, has to meet the chal- 
lenge of an historic opportunity. No one should underrate 
the dangers and complexity of the situation, but the 
prospect of Palestine at peace, with its Jewish Community 
entering into a.dignified and harmonious relationship with 
the Arab world and with Great Britain, though still far 
away, seems nearer than it has for a long while. It.1is the 
hope of every Jew that no shortness of vision or infirmity 
of purpose will allow it once more to recede 


RELIGIOUS UNITY 


ONE of the pleasant features of the recent impressive 
proceedings at the jubilee of: the Lauderdale Road 


‘Synagogue was the participation of Ashkenazi representa- 


tives in this Sefardi celebration. The picture which we 
published last week of the officiating ministers at the 
celebratory Service included the Deputy for the Chief 
Rabbi standing next to the Ab Beth Din of the Sefardi 


Community. There was a time, not so very distant, when . 


the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation maintained a 
studied alootness trom their Ashkenazi brethren. - Nuptial 
alliances between these two sections of Jewry were con- 
demned as a kind of “intermarriage,” and the slighting 
use Of such an epithet as “ ledesco” was answered by 
sarcastic retorts of “blue blood.” But last week's occasion 
is not the only recent example of rapprochement between 


one-time rivals. This week, we report a notable meeting 


which was addressed by the Principal Rabbi of the Federa- 
tion of Synagogues, with the President of the United 
Synagogue in the Chair. One's mind goes back to 
Victorian and Edwardian days, when the United Syna- 
gogue, under the presidency of Lord Rothschild, and the 
Federation of Synagogues, under the presidency of Lord 
Swaythling, were certainly competing rather than collabo- 
rath 

lt would, however, be incorrect to conclude that these 
ancient rivalries and differences belong entirely to the 
past and that they have no place in our contemporary 
rehgious records, For example, it is difficult to under- 


stand why there should not be an exchange of pulpits 
between Sefardi and Ashkenazi congregations, or why 
Ashkenazi ministers should be inhibited from participating 
in the solemnisation of marriages in Sefardi synagogues. 
It may well be, too, that the average Board of Management 
would look askance at some of the traditions specially 
cherished by the Gentlemen of the Mahamad. Likewise, 
in recent relationships between the Federation of Syna- 
gogues and the United Synagogue, the spirit of unnecessary 
contention has not quite disappeared. There seems to be 
more than a hint of rivalry, for instance, in the opening of 
new Federation synagogues in North-West London. Surely 
the old “ chevra ” spirit is not reappearing ! 

All three bodies—the Sefardim, the United Synagogue, 
and the Federation of Synagogues—have in recent times 
shown an appreciation of the need for a wider unity in 
their own respective spheres. Shortly before the last war, 
there was established, with its headquarters in London, a 
Sefardi World Union. It was founded with no mean or 
narrow interests, for it was expressly stated that its object 
was “to promote the spiritual interests of Sefardi Jews 


in the general religious advancement .of the Jewish 


people.” It is a great pity that its activity, probably 
because of the war, has been temporarily suspended. As 
regards the United Synagogue, far-reaching proposals have 
been made for an extension of its beneficent activities, 
so as to incorporate Provincial, as well as London, 
synagogues among its constituents. And in the East. End 
of London at least, the Federation of Synagogues has 
shown most commendable zeal in amalgamating its smaller 
places of worship. 3 

Why should not these three outstanding religious organt- 
sations now go a step farther, and consider the possibilities 
of some sort of federation? There are, of course, other 
Orthodox religious bodies, notably the Union of Orthodox 
Hebrew Congregations, and such independent congrega- 
tions as the Western Synagogue, which might also be 
invited to join. And any federation begun in London 
would, in due course, extend also to the Provincial syna- 
gogues. It is not suggested that any organisation should 
lose its distinctive identity or valued traditions. But the 
present-day conditions of Anglo-Jewry demand that the 
religious institutions which exist to promote Traditional 
Judaism should conserve and unite’ their energies for 
fundamental and vital tasks. They must avon dissi- 
pating their efforts and enthusiasm tn rivalries of secondary 
importance. Ihe scheme of federation might start with a 
loose working arrangement Tor consultation and co-opera- 
tion in spiritual endeavours. Later, it could develop into a 
more planned religious campaign for the furtherance of 
Traditional Judaism. Over-insistence on sectional loyalties 
obstructs the essential work of promoting loyalty to the 
Torah. 

With this work is also bound up the future of Jewish 
educational and charitable activities. Ihe communal 
machinery cannot function properly without a_ unified 
scheme Which will determine, by mutual agreement and 
co-operation, the precise contribution which our different 
religious bodies should make to the common effort. For 
both spiritual and material reasons, federation is a need 
of the times. 


WINNING THE PEACE 

Ir anyone had imagined that the defeat of the Nazis meant 
the automatic end of anti-Semitism, his awakening has already 
been rude. The announcement of the forthcoming publication 


-of a periodical by the former leader of the B.U.F., following the 


formation of book clubs sympathetic to his purposes; the latest 
efforts of speakers at meetings held under the auspices of the 
British People’s Party; and the activities of a score of lesser 
organisations are ample evidence that certain groups and persons 
consider pro-Fascism and anti-Semitism to be a. rising market. 
The recrudescence of such activity, even after the main root 
had been torn out in Germany, was, however, a predictable 
phenomenon, which has to be met neither with resignation nor 
with complacency, nor—at the other extreme—with . panic 
action, but with determination and the skill born of the rich 
experience resulting from past efforts: As compared with pre- 
war days, the situation is vastly different. The mass of mankind 
has undergone fundamental changes during the past six 
years. The forces that were able to defeat Nazism and bring 
Uno to birth live and develop, despite. the stresses and strains 
of reconstruction. We Jews, the remnant that has survived, 
have no cause to: lose heart, but rather to play our part, in 
conjunction with the forces of civilisation, to see that the 
severed roots of Nazism, which feed so largely on anti-Semitism, 
are not permitted to re-attach themselves and produce a new 
harvest of destruction. Let us, in doing so, be practical: this 
is not a matter concerning a few of us, to be left to a Committee 
and forgotten, or relegated to the ex-Servicemen who have 
already borne the brunt of the battle. Many bodies have already 
done good work in one field or other of the fight against anti- 
Semitism; but no one group can hope to meet. the problem 
adequately or to bring to bear upon it the whole of the necessary 
experience. Nor can we afford, when unity is needed, the 
juxury of mutual recriminations. What ts needed now is a “ staff 
plan” that will command general. support, a positive plan that 
has learnt from past failures and successes, that has learnt even 
from our enemies. Such a plan will readily find the backing, 
both moral and material, of the widest sections of Anglo-Jewry. 
The success of the plan presupposes above all not only clarity 
of aim but mastery of method. The strength of anti-Semitism, 
in the past, has been human frustration. It can be “starved out 
of existence,” as an eminent psychologist has put it, only by a 
“new, constructive orientation of human impulses.” To the 
extent that Jews can contribute towards building a better world 


and towards exposing and restraining the forces that impede 


that task, to that extent will they ensure that civilisation’s partial 
victory is safeguarded and completed.

Next Sunday is the national Remembrance Day in honour of 
those who died in Britain’s two wars against German aggression. 
There are few homes in this country which do not mourn the 
loss of beloved lives through the recurring scourge of {hove 
dread years, and we recall with gratitude the devotion ana 
self-sacrifice of all who died for freedom, The main officia! 
celebration will centre upon the Cenotaph in Whitehall). bi» 
special prayers of remembrance and dedication will also he 
offered in every place of worship throughout the land. A)! 
creeds and communities will be united in solemn supplication 
this week-end. Printed on another page is the special prayer. in 
Hebrew and English, which has been composed for Jewish cer. 
vices. At the Bevis Marks Synagogue in London, the Associa. 
tion of Jewish Ex-Servicemen has arranged a service for next 
Sunday afternoon, when the preacher will be Rabbi Icracl 
Brodie, the Senior Jewish Chaplain to the Forces. An invita 
tion to attend, which is printed elsewhere jn this -issue ic 
extended to all Jewish ex-Service men and women and their 
friends, and it is certain that a large and representative con 
gregation, worthy of the occasion, will there assemble.

cance to Jewry. All trends of Jewish thought were represented 


at the Conference, and we were concerned to ensure that the 
fullest interests of Judaism should be properly safeguarded. 
Dr. Nathan Morris's report at last week's meeting of the London 
Board of Jewish Religious Education, taken in conjunction with 
a study of the complete report of the Paris proceedings, shows 
convincingly that the constitution that was adopted will enable 
Orthodox leaders to participate fully in this great co-ordinated 
scheme of spiritual rehabilitation. Indeed, it is demanded of 
them——as was implied by Dr. Homa, the new Chairman of the 
London Board—that they should take their proper share in thie 
combined endeavour to restore to the survivors of Contimental 
Jewry their religious heritage. The constitution contemplates 
the speedy. setting up of a central council and exécutive con 
mittee under whose direction the work of the organisation 
will be conducted. It is therefore important that the 
bodies represented at Paris, which included the Central 
and London. Boards for Jewish Education in this co: 
should appoint the rght representatives to the permanen! 
council and executive. Upon the latter will devolve the 
heavy practical responsibility of guiding the activities ©! 
this great international undertaking, and it is intended 
that the headquarters shall be in London The whore

A BOOK OF SERMONS 


Retween Yesterday and To-morrow. By Rane 
B. Berxovirs, East and West Library, Oxford, 6.

This book consists of 26 sermons delivered 
during the darker days of the war. In a strain of 
vigorous and impressive simplicity, these addresses 
deal with obvious and urgent problems of faith 
and conduct provoked by the collapse of religious 
and moral values in Europe, and the consequent 
agony of Israel's poignant martyrdom, without 
parallel in history for its ferocious intensity and 
diabolical cruelty. 

Each sermon is designed to fasten attention on 
one particular aspect of thought and drives home 
its lesson, crisply and clearly, without the confusion 
of side issues. Rabbi Berkovits grapples honesily 
and wisely wih the subject of the survival of the 
Jewish people in the. post-war world. He makes a 
manly and eloquent plea for English-speaking Jewry 
at the present critical juncture to rise to a due and 
sturdy and speedy sense of their responsibility in 
ensuring the salvation of Jews and Judaism. In 
advancing this remedy for the redemption of the 
future of Israel, Rabbi Berkovits coins the 
admirable phrases “ moral strategy and “ the 
strategy of faith.” It may, therefore, not be a mere 
coincidence that his favourite text seems to be 
Zechariah iv, 6, “ Not by might, nor by power, but 
by My spirit, saith the Lord of hosts.” 

Rabbi Berkovits conveys old truths in new garb 
and expresses himsef with ability and distinction. 
He says much, also, that is fresh and original, pre- 
senied im aliractive guise. The texture of his reflec- 
tions 1s closely woven. There is no weak thread. 
and it iS a joy to linger over the patterned page 
The book displays careful study and accurate learn- 
ing, and shows the author's ecnuine power of keen 
analysis and lucid argument This collection of 
some ob his helpful sermons may be cordially com- 
mended as an exceedingly welcome addition to the 
hterature of the Anglo-Jewish pulpit

OUR TIMES: (2) Jewry in the Liberal Era 


By Rabbi Dr. lenaz Maybaum 


This is the second of a short series of articles in 
which Dr. Mavbaum gives his personal inter- 
pretation of modern Jewish trends The first 
appeared in Tue Jewisu Curonicte of October 
25. 

The European enlightenment movement, which 
provided the background for the life and work of 
Mendelssohn, led on to the French Revolution. 
It proclaimed liberty, equality, and fraternity to 
mankind 
change the world. France stood for mankind, and 
Jews all over the world looked to Paris, whence 
the beginning of a messianic age was heralded 
The Jews beheved and trusted in the new Gospel; 


when the French National Assembly decreed the 


emancipation of Jewry in 1791, granting them full 
citizen rights, a French Jew—his name was Samuel 
Lévi—wrote an enthusiastic letter to a newspaper, 
saving: “France is our Palestine, her mountains 
are our Zion, her streams our Jordan.” Was ‘this 
man what we. in so far as we are pupils of Herzl, 
would call an assimilationist? Let us consider this 
question carefully, for the right understanding .of 
nearly two centuries of Jewish history in the 
lberal age depends on i 

The term “ assimilationist “' has been given to us 
by Zionism, and it is indeed a precious and import- 
ant gift. Modern Zionism came to lite during the 
age of liberalism. It was an age when Christianity 
seemed t6 have become a feeble relic of the Middle 
Ages, with no attraction for the educated class. 


Political advisers of Napoleon averred that: the 
Roman Catholic Church would not outlive the 


century and they regarded the conclusion by the 
Emperor of the Concordat wih the Pope as an 
annoying mustake During such a. ume baptism 
lost the sting of “desertion” for many Jews 
Heinrich Heine called the certificate- of baptism 
‘the entrance ticket to European cmihsation Ihe 
liberal age was an era iw which Christianity seemed 
no longer an historic. torce Old women and 
peasants, reactionaries and parsons might still go 
io church, but ther time had passed Poets and 
philosophers, the leading personalities of the day, 
had a new message, which was no longer identical 
with Chrestuanity In such an age. Heine and his 
generation regaided the baptism of the Jew as a 


conventional aflair Jews torgot the. horror, the 
fnghtening awe, which the word Sh’mad 
repudiation of Judaism, spelt The basis of this 


horror is that there is a covenant between God 
and Israel: if you break nu, Ged will not forgive 
the sin and Jews will avoid you as men avon 
a leper.

Now let us ask again: Was this Monsieur. Lév:

He 
felt that the world was at last turning. towards the 
Jewish ideal At tast the Gentiles, the Goyim. 
were ceasing to be Goyim: at last they understood 
Isaiah's parable of the hon and the lamb living 
together m peace, with a httle child as their shep- 
herd. At last. the world had become ripe for the 
kingdom of God, for the kingdom of justice and 
peace. Frances message of liberty, equality, and 
fraternity was proof of that. Palestine was e¢xpand- 
ing. « already included France, and it must, he 
believed, eventually spread over the whole globe 
Such was the defence of this Monsieur Lévi, who 
found his Zion in France. 

The Jews of the liberal era understood Zion to 
stand for mankind. While that universal messian- 
ism was alive mm the liberal generation, their farnh

Diaspora, and called Paris or Berlm, London or

BERLIN TO BIRMINGHAM 
Refugee Family’s Reunion 


[From our Correspondent—BiRMINGHAM] 


Ata meeting of the Birmingham Jewish Refugee 
Club, held recently at the International Cenire, 
Suffolk Sweet, Dr. H. Deutschkron had the happy 
privilege of presiding at a lecture delivered by his 
daughter, Miss my? Deutschkron, entitled * Life in 
Berlin During the War Years.’ 

Speaking in German, Miss Deutschkron related 
how her mother, who shared ali her adventures 
and who wag present at the meeting, and herself 
had been forced to wear the yellow star at the out- 
break of war and to exist on starvation rauions. 
At the end of the first year of war they went 
underground, living in cellars, helped by non-Jewish 
friends at the risk of their lives. Without identity 
or ration cards they could not enter the shelers 
during the air raids, and when these grew worse 
they trekked to the East, mingled with the German 
refugees flecing from the Russians, and managed 
to get papers from the Gestapo which cnabied them 
to live in Berlin 

Miss Deutschkron and hér mother were con- 
gratulated on their courage and enterprise and on 
their reunion with Dr. Deutschkron, who was forced 
to flee the country in 1937 because of his political 
activity 

Dr. Deutschkron obtained a post on the staff 
of the King Edward Hich School, and has taken an 
active part in Bumingham communal life.

Leeds Minister’s Questions

At-a meeting in the Sol Cohen Memorial Hail of 
the Hendon Synagogue recently, Mr. Leonard Stein, 
President of the Anglo-Jewish Association, gave an 
address on current problems facing Anglo-Jewry.

Mr. Stein said that the criminal activities of the 


terrorist groups in Palestine were doing mcalculable’ 


damage to the Zionist cause. It was not difficult 
to understand the mounting anger of the British 
public. To this was added. the resentment justly 
felt against the tone and spirit of much of the 
propaganda carried on in the United States in the 
supposed interest of the Zionist cause. When he 
read the uncouth outbursts that were reported from 


some American platforms, he could only say, * Save 


me from my. triends. 

On a different plane, he thought that the Zionist 
cause had been injured by the attitude of the Jewish 
Agency towards the Palestine Conterence, which 
had so far resulted in the Jewish case going by 
default. Outside some Jewish circles he had yet 
tO meet anyone, however well-disposed, who was 
impressed by the Agency’s explanation, in the pub- 
lished correspondence, of its refusing to attend the 
onterence. 

Referring to the Peace Conference. Mr. Stein 
said that the United Kingdom delegation had been 
more helpful than any other in putting forward 
amendments to: the Peace Treaties designed to 
ensure just treatment for Jews 

During the discussion, the Rev. M. Brown,

Vaad HaRabbanim Express Concern 
From Rabbi KOPLL ROSEN and Others 
To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHronicie 


Sirn.—The Vaad HaRabbanim of the Federation 
of Synagogues is deeply disiurbed by the state of 
kashrut in the Community. Kashrut has been onc 
of the bulwarks in preserving and in maintaining 
our spiritual strength against disintegration. During 
the war, due to a variety of factors, the observance 
of kashrut suffered considerably, and we feel that it 
is the solemn duty of Anglo-Jewry, the Community 
that was privileged to survive and remain as the 
last cutadel of Judaism in Europe, to dedicate itself 
to the task of rebmlding Orthodox Jewish life and 
re-establishing those indispensable principles wiih- 
out which Jewish religious iS impossible. 

There is a widespread misconception im the Com- 
munity that all functions catered by Jewish caterers 


are ipso facto kasher. [his is not so. No - 


Rabbinical body in this country guarantees the 
kashrut of a function, even though it be catered 
by a Jewish caterer, unless all the arrangements 
are conducted under the supervision of the pom 
( ommiission. Ihe presence of an unauthorised 
supervisor Or a Jewish cook can in no way be 
regarded as a certificate of kashrut. 

Ve appeal earnesily and solemnly to the Jewish 
pubhe to preserve this fundamental principle of 
Jewish hfe by. employing only those caterers and 
patromising only those hotels and restaurants that 
are under the supervision of an. authoritative 
Rabbinical body, and thus help to strengthen the 
organised religious life of our Community.

ELECTIONS 


Those Who Did Not Vote 
From Mr. SALMOND 8. LEVIN 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisn CHronicie 


Sin, —The Congress elections recently held must 
fill all with a sense of dismay and disquiet, revealing 
as they do a small official Zionism in whose affairs 
the larger Community refuses or finds it impossible 
tO participate 

There are at last 250.000 British Jews of 18 years 
and upwards; some 67,000 shekalim were dis- 
tributed; some 11,000 cast their votes, while there 
was in addition the unique figure of 5,000 spoilt 
papers. The Zionist Federation for Great Britain 
claims over 30.000 members, there are many 
affiliated societies claiming a membership of over 
1.000, there are many professional organisers 
attached to district societies whose principal task is 
house-to-house canvassing for members. There was 
a spate of printed propaganda, large numbers of 
meetings were held, most were sparsely attended and 
the mass-made Zionists did not turn up. But just 
over 4 per cent of Brittsh Jews voted. It is to be 
hoped that our enemiés will not regard that as 
the measure of British Jewry’s interest in the 
National Home and its concern for suffering Jewry 


Perhaps it does not occur to Zionists that vast 
numbers did not vote for very important reasons 
Professor Brodetsky appealed for a “vote for or 
against the policy of thew leaders "—that policy 
being “a viable Jewish State in as great an area of 
Palestine as we can obtain.” One supposes that 
there are degrees of viability. But how could one 
vote against the leaders’ policy? All the parties. 
including the Mizrachi, had the viable State policy 
of partition thrust down ther throats. The 
Revisionists. always consistent, want a State on 
both sides of the Jordan, while the small Marxist 
party, Shomer Hatzair, fighting independently for 
the first time, could hardly appeal to a middle-class 
rehgious Community. So far as the public is con- 
cerned. if there has been any change tn Zionist 
olny if is pust this, that the old parties with then 
ee policy have moved ovei towards ih 
Revisionists, who for their part have rejoined the 


Zionist Organisation precisely because | they 
recognise this. For Zionists to indulge in violent

Thus there was 
left only one way of voting against the Icaders 
and that was by not voting 

In all this it is too little appreciated how much 
CoO! fused ind depre sed is the ommun DY the 
shifts and ‘inconsistencies of Zionist policy. Ben 
(G;urion demands a Jewish State because it is the 
answer to Britain's violation of the Mandate. Yet 
Nahum Goldmann would give Britain military bases 
in the partitioned State, which would then become 
a puppet State. A religious Community stands 
bewildered at the thought that the Zionist Move- 
men would: betray «historic Judaism by the

We are all Zionisis to-day, and it is certain that 
nearly 100 per cent of the Community would accept 
the Basle Programme: “ The aim of Zionsm 18 to 
create for the Jewish People a home in Palestine 
secured by Public Law.” The whole Community 
would sohdly back a policy of sanity and morality 
based not on States, Arab or Jewish, but upon 
economic expansion, land development, immugra- 
tion, and inter-racial co-operation that might in the 
fullness of tame even include Transjordan The 
danger grows every day that the artificially 
stimulated Arab-Jewish hostility may become the 
real thing. For nothing would tend more to accen- 
tuate and prolong it than the. segregation of these 
two communities into separate States, each with 
large minorities. A political frdntier 1s the strongest 
barrier to unity between peoples, and what are 
civil disturbances to-day would become the causes 
of war to-morrow. 

Perhaps one day, being a Jew will be sufficient 
qualification for a franchise and the Jewish Agency 
may be reborn on a basis of real democracy to 
change the disastrous trend of affairs which 
threatens to annihilate the Zionist wea and is 
achievement,

Settling in 
“ Civvy Street ”’ 


HERE have been a number of instances recorded 
recently where men or women leaving the 
Services have found themselves unable to setile 

down again into civilian life, and have in some Cases 
re-entered the Services voluntarily for a further 
period of duty. Doubtless there have also been 
cases affecting Jewish men and women. It is clear 
that a proportion of those who have rcturned to 
civilian life find, to a greater or lesser degree, difh- 
culty in readjusting themselves to life outside the 
Services 

What is it that the Service person misses most tn 
civilian life. and how far are we justified cither im 
condemning or endorsing his criticism? Quite 
obviously, after an upheaval such as the war, the 
hives of those who took an active share in ut, and of 
ihose. too, whose obligation was to stand and wait, 
cannot in the nature of things be presumed te begin 
again yust where they left off without some serious 
effort at adjustment. The experience of active war, 
no less than the caperience of millions of civilians, 
has been so tragic and so nerve-racking that i can- 
not have failed to have laid its mark tn some way 
or other on those who have undergone it. For the 
ereat majority of those who have been parted so 
long from their families, and for the families who 
have lived in constant anxiety as to the fate of their 
loved ones. the reunion should. normally spell a 
sense of unmiligated reliefs How is it then that in 
a number of cases this is not the fact, and insicad 
a new restlessness ts beginning to show itscll among 
those who have returned which is bound to cast a 
shadow of misunderstanding, if not downright dis- 
harmony, on many family circles” 

Perhaps the views of some of those who have 
found bitter disillusion on their return and have 
gone forth again may enlhehten us Without 
exception, the lenmotitl of their complaint against 
civilian life is the fact that in it every man 1s for 
himself and the spirit of comradeship which was 
so marked a teature of Service life ss totally absent 
it is not always possible to rule out such com- 
plants by ascribing them to. the tack of the 
glamour which surrounds the war-time hero

and more unanswerable. And having once 
acknowledged the difficulties, how can we best sei 
about removing them? lt is the counsel of per- 
fection to declare that a spun of good comrade- 
ship. eager friendship, and selfless devotion to a 
common duty are all qualities that become peace 
even more than war. It has never worked out that 
way. Men, and women too, while they readily 
respond in the hour of crisis to the call for utter 
devotion and the subjugation of selfishness, revert 
with equally disconcerting speed to their personal 
aims just as soon as the crisis has passed. 

If we are unable, in our time, to provide a new 
or perhaps the revival of an old weal to set belore 
mankind which might re-create that spirit ofl 
devotion, we must make what arrangements we can 
within our own homes to meets the needs of 
specific cases. We must each in our own circle 
consider very carefully our approach to the return- 
ing Serviceman, avoid either the superior attitude 
so easily assumed by older, and probably wiser. 
relatives, and the intensely competitive attitude of 
his contemporary, which, m normal life, he would 
both expect to meet and be able to deal with. 
This does not mean that we should treat him as a 
“case.” On the contrary: but we must use our 
imagination and reflect upon the impression his 
war service experiences ‘have had upon him, and 
in the ight of this knowledge, temper our instinc- 
tive desire to act towards him as though the years 
of his service had not existed. 


The Tactful Wife 


Even greater understanding and tact are called 
tor by the wife of the returning soldier. In her 
case, both he and she have inevitably developed 
aiong lines that may not‘have differed during the 
years of their mutual separation. She has made 
Irrcends outside her home, to an extent, probably. 
that would not have been possible had her husband 
not been away for some years. But she must 
remember, too, that his view of life has broadened 
by hrs service abroad. He will probably be less 
inclined to immerse himself in tus family circle: 
and the wise wife will undersiand his need foi 
mamtaming and even extending his interest in 
affairs outside his home and not try to narrow his 
sphere of activity. He, too, must make allowances 
for his wite’s continuing interestan the friends she 
meht have made during her years of war-time
